We refer to these who would try to al 
this country in complete isolation as a pro- 
posed remedy for avoiding any entanglement 
in the Pacific war. While it may be possible 


~to isolate the United States from the Far 


East, it will be impossible to isolate this 
coursry from a world war that breaks out 
as the result of America’s complete aban- 
donment of active efforts to maintain peace 
in the Pacific.

Japan wishes nothing better than for this 
country to abandon all active efforts for

A Tale of 
Three Letters 


* This is a tale of three letters. 
Three letters that mean jobs and food for 


tens of thousands of unemployed workers. 


Three: letters that represent an important 
victory in the struggle of the unemployed of 
this country for adequate relief. 


The letters were written by WPA Ad- 
ministrator Harry Hopkins, Senator Schwel- 
lenbach of Washington, and Marvin MclIn- 
tyre, secretary to President Roosevelt, who 
wrote in the President’s name. 


They concern the demands made by the 
2,500. unemployed workers, who, over. the. 
week-end, came to Washington from all parts 
of the country at the call of the Workers 
Alliance. These demands were: 


1. That no worker be dropped from 
WPA unless he has found private employ- 
ment. 


2. That those ‘iiss obtain temporary 
jobs in private industry be taken back on 
WPA. 


3. That those who have been dismissed 
in recent months be restored to the rolls. 


These demands were embodied in the 
Schwellenbach-Allen resolution which received 
wide support in both houses of Congréss. 


Letter No. 1.—From Hopkins to Schwel- 
lenbach. This was read before the Senate at 
its. closing. session by Senator Thomas in 
the name of the Committee on Education 
and Labor. It was presented in a manner 
which made it practically ‘an administration 
substitute for the Schwellenbach-Allen reso- 
lution. The letter made two promises: 


1. That no more pérsons who do not have 
private employment will be fired from the 
WPA “during the remainder of this calendar 
year and through the winter months.” - 


2. That those finding temporary jobs will | 
be taken back. ‘° 
In other words, Hopkins tented: ‘the 
first two demands of the Workers Alliance. 
When it is remembered, that originally 
nearly 300,000 additional workers had been 
scheduled to be dropped by Oct. 15, the 
importance of this concession becomes 
apparent. 


Letter No. 2.—From Schwellenbach to the 
mass meeting of marchers Monday night. 
He wrote that he had discussed the third 
demand with Hopkins and informed them: 

“While it was not possible for me to secure 
an agreement on tkis point, nevertheless I have 
every reason to believe that the administration 
will make every possible effort and in as large. 
a number of cases as is possible to comply with 
this request.” 

“Letter No. 3.—From Marvin McIntyre, . 
speaking for Roosevelt, to David Lasser, 
president of the Workers Alliance. This re- 
peats the concessions made by Hopkins and 
declares concerning the third point: 

“Every care will be taken to see that no bar- 
riers are placed in the way of filling every job 
made possible by our available resources. It is 
our sincere hope that the request which you 
make may thus be fulfilled in greater part, even 
though it is not within our power to give you a 
definite and categorical reply in the affirmative.” 


Roosevelt thus offers hope that when 
workers leave WPA rolls for private indus- - 
try, they will be replaced from the ranks 
of those who have been dismissed. “ 

Hopkins also agreed to have three of his 


_ chief assistants meet with three representa- 


tives of the Workers Alliance to discuss the 
establishment of machinery for appealing 
cases of workers unjustly dismissed, as well 
as the whole question of labor relations on 
WPA. This is tantamount to recognition of 
the Workers Alliance as the collective bar- 
gaining agency for WPA workers. 

The unemployed of this country and their 
organization, the Workers Alliance, have 
done-a good job—a job they may well be 
proud of. It is now up to them to continue 
the fight in their localities until a 100 De 
cent victory is won. 

For the Roosevelt administration it can 
be said that, under pressure of the splendid 
movement organized by the Workers Alli- 
ance, it has taken a welcome step away from 
the relief policies which. it per- 
mitted the coalition of Tory scares and © 
Democrats to force upon it.

® While the battlefronts in China rapidly 


_ extend, the inner situation in both China and 


Japan is beginning to-engross world atten- 
tion. The relative military power of the two 
countries being generally known the com- 
plicated problem of thé rear looms up as of equal if 
not major decisiveness. 

Naturally, news is meagre but trends are ette def- 
inite. In China the pro-Japanese faction is being

Spain. 

The most significant step of 
the Nanking government thus far 
is the creation of the National 
Committee to finance the 
ee China, This committee of 
27 prominent Chinese has been 
~ guthorized to float a bond issue 
of $500.000,000 (Chinese) or about 
$150,000,000 in U. & currency. Thus is out 
one of the original proposals of the All-China National 
Salvation League. The program of the National Sal- 
vation League received the endorsement of the Com- 
munist Party of @hina. We can look upon the meas- 
ure as the first of a series to be adopted designed to 
arouse and mobilize the whole country more and more 
on a democratic basis for the prosecution of the war 
against Japari, 

Undoubtedly there will be covert and at times bitter 
opposition to drawing the peasant, coolie, proletarian 


‘and middle-class masses into the struggle, a process 


that must ultimately rupture the feudal remnants. 
But China by the exigencies of the fight is moving in 
a direction of national unity which also means national 
awakening and liberation within, 


e 

The three. most prominent names contained in the 
cable dispatches reporting the creation the com- 
mittee for the bond issue flotation are of 
significance, Leading them is Mme. Sun Yet-sen, 
widow of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, who has come out of the 
retirement she has been in since the rupture ef Kuo- 
mintang-Communist unity in 1927. 

T. V. Soong, her brother, is mentioned. He repre- 
sented for some time the left section of the Kuomin- 
tang which has repeatedly urged national unity to 


save the country from nationa] annihilation. “He has 


the closest connections with the United States. 


Then there is Sun Fo, son of Dr. Sun Yet-sen, who 
has also for several years how advocated unity with 
the Communists as the prerequisite for China's sal- 
vation by national unity. 


Other steps yet to follow are primarily: the calling | 


of a national salvation congress; extension of civil 
liberties; mobilization of the country’s man power and 
wealth to carry the war to a successful conclusion.

Besides the general reports from Japan of the un- 
popularity of the war, the stock market tickers ree] off 
a story of fear and concern among important strata 
of the Japanese bourgeoisie. Despite the fact. that the 
Japanese government is using its funds to bolster the 
stock shares, prime issues‘ are shooting downward. 
Even war stocks, which if the fantastic tales of the 
military-fascists are to be believed should be skyrock- 
eting, are caught on the general toboggan. In one 
month, . stocks have dropped from 10 to 30 per cent. 
Actually they have lost at least half of their value. 
And the war is but little more than a month old. 


~~ - 

This does not mean that Japanese economy will 
automatically collapse with the blow-up of the stock 
market, The military-fascists will close the stock 
market. Japanese imperialism will resort to: state 
capitalism as a war measure, They will drain the 
country to its very marrow to get the wherewithal to 
run the war. But the fears of the Japanese middle 
class and smaller industrialists and shareholders is 
basic and unconsolable. Eriefly here is what they 
look forward to: 

(1) Economic catastrophe and ultimate revolu- 
tion as the result of a prolonged war against a fight- 
ing .China. 

(2) As the war continues China will become a 
more formidable opponent and not the country that 
the militarists depicted, one easily defeated. 

(3) Am aroused world public opinion and the 
growing pressure for international collaboration of 
the peace-loving arid democratic powers to maintain 


(4) The collapse of Japan’s world trade because 
of the transformation of the home economy into war 
economy. 

(5) Cenflecation of the'wealth of the amalier in- 
dustrialists and the petty-bourgeoisie. 

(6) Impoverishment of the peasantry by fixing 

- prices. of food. while costs of manufactured articles 
soar; increased taxes; conscription which takes labor 
away from the small peasant farms; loss of markets 
for agrarian raw materials, 


(7) Sharpening of the struggles of the workers 
and toiling peasants against all of the added bur- 


dens of war now being piled on almost unbearable — 


_ living conditions and a standard of living greatly re- 
duced by the cost of thé original war against Man- 
churia. 

Thus the enthusiasm for the war which is a thin, 
artificial Japanese “lacquer will wear off under the 
severe conditions of large-scale war in China.

thave become interested in the big fight of the Worlds Series because 
they couldn’t escape it. 

There can be no doubt in the minds of any thinking people 
that the terrific barrage of heavily laid on sports ballyhoo, even. 
discounting the normal amount demanded by those fufidamentally 
interested, is part and parcel of the whole pattern of deadening, 
diverting entertainment consciously fostered by American capital- 
ism. 

And it’s one of capitalism's most potent and easily applied lullabys. 
As a normal American kid I became a rabid follower of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers without ever having seen a big league baseball game. 

If you've seen cowboys on the Western prairies heatedly debating 
the relative merits of the Chicago Cubs and St. Louis Cards; without 
ever having seen the teams: if you've heard poor farmer boys who never 
have been to the city rattle off the names and batting. averages of 
Players they will never see—you'll understand. 

It doesn’t matter that the players and the fighter them- 
selves haven't the faintest notion that they are being utilized. 
There’s the whole American restless, energetic, mostly unsatis- 
fied love of sports competition for the newspapers and radio 
to tap and divert. 

One newspaper can’t afford to lag behind another. If one devotes 
seven pages to sports—its competitor must too. So we have a noisy 
beating of the drums over sports events, unknown in any other coun- 
try in the world. 

And that's just where American capitalism is planting the seeds 
of a nice little Frankenstein monster that’s going to eventually help 
sock it out of existence.

Things are happening of late in the world of sports that the ruling 
class of America doesn’t like particularly. And its own elaborate ma- 
chinery of spotlighting sports throws these things right smack into the 
consciousness of the American people.
